victim of the epidemic of occultism which seems to 
be raging in literary circles. One would expect the qual- 
ity of his imagination to render him immune, and after 
reading The Tyranny of the Dark, one understands that 
it is as bacteriologist and not as patient that Mr. Garland 
is interested. His story is that of a young scientist who 
becomes involved in the rescue of a girl possessed of medi- 
umistic powers and who is being exploited by self-seekers 
and fanatics for their own ends, and his discussion of 
the phenomena of spiritualism is an informed and unpreju- 
diced one and kept duly subservient to the dramatic re- 
quirements of his narrative, which is a realistic piece of 
work, and, in spite of an occasional touch of shoddy in the 
love story, the most readable thing which Mr. Garland has 
written for some time. 

Barbara, the commuter’s wife, is certainly more charm- 
ing as the philosopher in her own garden or the commen- 
tator among her own neighbors, than asa romancer. Her 
new book, Aft the Sign of the Fox, is the first in which she 
has not appeared in person, and is the least attractive as it 
is the least Barbara-like of her writings. It is true that her 
pen friends, and they are many, will recognize her touch 
and will read for the sake of it, but the story, as a story, is 
loosely put together, and, if one may speak of romance in 
terms of the open fireplace, it does not draw well.
